Thelr co-operation re- 
sulted in a one hour work 
stoppage bigger than ‘any strike 
ever seen in France before. 

Some 10 million people stop- 
ped working {to express their 
disapproval of the coup. 

The strike was also a warning 
to the insurgents that if they 
landed in Metropolitan France 
they would not find anybody 
working—at least not for them.

Neutral observers - here sug- 
Gest the 48-hour lag showed a 
degree of complacency by the 
exiles which could ‘only have 
been based on micinformation 
about conditions In Cuba. 

In Lendon, a Labour minority 
tonight proposed in Parllamen: 
a motion congratulating Dr 
Castro on repelling the Cuban 
invasion and condemning 
America's role in the attact. 

The motion also called on the 
Britlsh Government to “con- 
demn this aggression” and pre- 
vent any repetition, 

There was no indication the 
motion had officlal party back- 
Ing, or how many backers It 
had. But if presented on the 
floor of the House of Commons, 
it would be almost certain to 
mect resounding defeat from 
the Conservative Party majority 
as well as sections of the 
Latour Party.—Reuter & AP.

LAOS INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL COMMISSION 


. New Delhi, Apr. 24. 

Mr Nehru today reconvened the International Control Commission for 
Laos, requesting Canada and Poland to send 
meeting in New Delhi. 


The move came only hours 
after Britain and Russia had 
jointly appealed for a Laos 
ctasefire and asked India, ag 
chairman, to reconvene the 
three-natton Control Commis- 
ston which last met thrve scars 
ago. . 

The British High Commis- 
ston, Sir Paul Gore Booth, 
and the Sovict Ambassador, Mr 
Ivan Ben-diktov, culled jointly 
on Mr Nehru and gave him a 
copy of the Anglo-Sovict Laos 
ceusefir: appeal.

Washington, (By Airmail). 
I have a feeling there are a few hints to 
be picked up here on how to run a -rail- 
way. Always provided you are prepared . 


to be tough. 


Anyway, that is my impres- 
sion alter meeting Mr Charlies 
M. Davison Jr, 46, and 
Onanaclal vice-president of 
America’s Southern Railway. 

It is probably one of, the 
most go-ahead ef the big rall- 
goods in the US. It has had 
to fnce up to many of the pro- 
blems confronting our own 
British Railways. 

But It hos tackled them with 
such vigeur that, In 10 years, 
earnings have riren from $2.44 
to $4.31 per Common share, 
ang ‘are estimated at $4.75 for 
this year, 

And. with considerable con- 
viction Davison says: ‘I do not 
think that Js at all too optimis- 
tic a forecast.” 


MECHANISATION 


This Southern Railway owns 
8,000 miles of track fanning 
out from Washington right 
down to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mechanisation has been the 
reoret of its success in the 
inercasingly aiMcult world of 
railroad operating. 

It ‘thas spent $100 million 
(£36 millon) op mechanisation 
since 1952, cutting its payroll 
from 45,000 to 20,000. 

Yet more traffic hos been 
handled. The yearly volume has 
jnereased from 14,000 million to 
15,000 million ton miles. 

One of the more dramatic 
changes has beer! introducing 
electronic controls ta the com- 
pany's goods yards at a cost of 
$60 million. 

Computers now fovem the 
movement of freight cars

For the first time she had some 
education as well. as shelier 
and food with ao feeling of 
security. But It was felt that 
the girl needed the special 
love and care of a hom= of 
her own, 


So ISS found a new home with 
parents cagerly uwaiting her 
arrival in Oregon. Letters 
and greetings have been ‘ex- 
changed and tomorrow Fung 
Ying flies to the New World. 


All those who have known her 

‘ since she came under care 
of the Child Welfare Depart- 
ment of Government are 
hoping that Fung Ying will 
live happily ¢ver after.
